HISTORY OF THE MEADOWCROFT CASE. 


Suit Becaus6 & Deposit Was Received 
When Bank Was Iusolvent. 

The trial of the Meadowcroft brothers has 
been in progress nine days. Suit @as brought 
against the insolvent banking firm on an in- 
dictment last April together with three others, 
the charges in each being that of receiving 
deposits after insolvency. The case 
was first brought up before Judge Brentano 
Nov. 9, but as the défendants had not been 
notified and were not ready for trial the case 
was put on the call for Nov. 13. This time 
the State was unprepared and two continu- 
ances were granted. Nov. 27 the work of im- 
paneling a jury was commenced and four days 
later the opening statements were made by 
Assistant State’s-Attorney Morrison. for the 
State and Arthur J. Eddy for the defense.

of his claim with added interest. 
It was then for thé first time that the founda- 
tion upon which the defendants based their 
claim for an acquittal was made known. 
Throughout the defense had been of a purely 
technical nature, and a clause in the statute 
which reads whereby the deposit shall be 
lost to the depositor’’ was brouglit forward 
as the rock upon which the structure of the 
defense was redred. The defendants claimed 
the deposit had not and would not be lost, 
since he could have his money at any time.

KERR READY TO ACT. 


GATHERS INFORMATION FOR POLIOE 
INVFSTIGATION. 


Returns from New York, Where He Has 
Been Studying Methods of the Lexow 
Com mittee~Compares Ubstacles in the 
Way in Both Cities—Believes in ‘Being 
Thoroughly Non-Partisan and Impar- 
tial in the Work«Need for Money te 


Pay Expenses. 

Ald. William R. Kerr, Chairman of the 

Subcommittee of the Police committee of the 
City Council appointed to investigate the 
Police Department, returned from New 
York yesterday. Ald. Kerr has been in the 
Eastern city conferring with and getting in- 
formation from the members of the Lexow 
committee with a view to preparing for a 
vigorous investigation of the Chicago de- 
partment. While in New York he waited on 
the members and attended two sessions of 
the investigation. He said last night his ex- 
perience there had greatly benefited him for 
the prosecution of this inquiry. The Lexow 
committee showed him the greatest courtesy 
and everything was done to enlighten him as 

to the workings of the inquisition. 

Ald. Kerr was enthusiastic last night over 
the results of his visit. He said that at the 
start the Lexow committee was confronted 
with the same obstacles as beset the com- 
mittee in Chicago. There were no funds ap- 
propriated for the payment of attorneys, 
clerks, and detectives, but the citizens of New 
York, under the lead of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, guaranteed the payment of ail bills. 
Ald. Kerr could not tell last night when the 
committee would get together for actual 
work until he had conferred with the other 
members. He said there was a great amount 
of preliminary work to be done, such as pro- 
curing witnesses, etc. He will give hisientire 
time to the matter, however, and with the aid 
of his colleagues expects to have things in 
good shape in a comparatively short time. 

“Tam going into this matter without re- 
gard to anything else,” he said. I will give 
it my entire attention and I think I Will be 
ably supported by the other members of the 
committee. We intend to sift the thing to 
the bottom, regardless of polities, and with 
the sole aim of purifying the city Police De- 
partment. Th people do not care to what 
party a policeman may belong. They want 
him to do his duty. There are charges that 
rottenness exists and seemingly those charges 
have some foundation. 

In speaking of his trip to New York Mr. 
Kerr said: 

„went to New York partly on private 
business, but principally to ascertain the 
methods by which the Lexow committee was 
conducting its investigation. I had letters of 
introduction which enabled me to secure the 
acquaintance of the members of the commit- 
tee promptly, and the Senators did everything 
in their power to furnish mo all the informa- 
tion I desired. I found upon my first visit to 
the committee that the New York Legislature 
had failed to provide any funds for carrying 
on the investigation, and at first the commit- 
tee was at a loss to know how such a 
stupendous work could be accomplished with- 
out any money to defray the expenses, but 
they were not long in suspense, for the rea-

day’s session I was fortunate in hearing sev. 
eral cases disposed of and ascertained the ex- 
act way in which the investigation is handled. 
The Lexow committee was some time in get- 
ting started on account of the backwardness 
of witnesses in disciosing evidence, but 
after a beginning the evidence came faster | 
than the committee could take care of it, and 
the investigation has been one of the grandest 
things for New York that has ever occurred ; 
it has resulted in the complete overthrow of 
Tammany Hall on account of the exposure of © 
the methods of that organization, and it has 
also resulted in electing John. H. Goff as Re- 
corder of New York, and I presume no better 
man could be found in the United States for 
that position. He is quick, has the instinets 
of a tried detective, and is a first-class crim- 
inal lawyer. 
Compared with Lexow Committee. 

“Of course, the Lexow committee’s 
authority extends over an investigation, not 
only of the police and fire departments but 
also over all fepartments of the City Govern- 
ment, and would nesessarily cover a greater 
length of time than would be required to 
make the investigation provided for in the 
Council’s order here, The New York com- 
mittee consists of seven members, five of 
whom are Republicans and two of whom are 
Democrats. I. was told by several. members 
of the committee that the votes on questions 
which have arisen there have been unanimous 
in all cases. The investigation, as I under- 
stand the matter, has been strictly non- 
partisan and in an impartial manner, and my 
desire and expectation are that our investiga- 
tion here will be conducted upon exactly the 
same lines. The citizens of Chicago are not 
much interested in the question of politics in 
connection with police affairs. 

“If our investigation ia Chicago is to be 
properly carried on it is quite clear to my 
mind we shall be compelled to have the serv- 
ices of at least one first-class attorney. I 
have no person in mind at the present time 
competent to fill this position, but, as I told 
the committee in New York, I am sure we 
have a number of lawyers in Chicago any one 
of whom would show as good results as has 
Mr. Goff of New York. lam unable to state 
tonight just when the committee will be 
called together until I have: conferred with 
some of them concerning preliminaries which 
are necessary to be arranged prior to com- 
mencing the investigation.

Mr. Cornwall's Pian for Retirement. 


After a sharp passage-at arms between 
Representatives Walker and Warner as to the 
order in which witnesses should be examined, 
in which Mr. Walker cow plained of criticism 
by Mr. Warner, William C. Cornwall, Presi- 
dent of the New York Banking Association, 
was introduced and read a carefully prepared 
paper on the currency problem. He said his 
recommendations were as follows: 


1. The nback and treasury notes should be 
redeemed and canceled; the real business of the 
government as regards money is to stamp upon 
gold and silver their fineness and weight. A gov- 
ernment has no right to issue paper with nothing 
back of it, and to make it legal tender—to create 
rency and by an act of law force the people 
ke it at full value without regard to the in- 
ic wo All such issues ub to date have 
ended in trouble. The greenback and treasury 
notes are of this character. They are the govern- 
ment’s notes to the extent of $500,000.000, paya- 
ble on — 9 2 in sold + they have — 
trouble enoug ready. ey are a constan 
menace to the gold reserve, They should be paid 


up. 
1. The vacancy should be filled? with bank 
notes. The best currency of the best nations 
today is mainly bank notes which are a first lien 
upon the assets of the bank. These assets are 
commercial possessions, representing the 
uct and muscle of millions of people. They are 
the wealth of the nation. What better basis for 
this—the actual 
wealth of the nation? To fill the vacancy created 
by the retirement of the legal tenders and as fast 
as they are retired national banks should be al- 
lowed to issue notes to a percenta of capital 
without bond security, the notes to be a first lien 
upon the assets of the bank. including the double 
liability of stockholders, with a guarantee fund 
made up by all the s, the government con- 
tinuing to guarantee redeem all notes as at 
present. 
8. To perfect the system further and make out

Bond Guarantee Prevents Elasticity. 


Mr. William Dodsworth, editor of the New 
York Journal of Commerce, next addressed 
the committee. In beginning he laid down 
these premises: | 

1, That the bond form of guarantee has been 
found incompatible with the elasticity of issue. 

2. That said guarantee leaves. no sufficient 
margin of profit to the issuer, and consequently 
prevents issuing. 

3. That the bonds themselves must, in a few 
years, mature and be retired. 

4. tthe government's engagement to pa 
the notes is an illegitimate exercise of Feder 

5. That, owing to obstructive restraints, the 
volume of notes cannot be readily augmented to 
meet penne emergencies. 

8. t the arrangements for insuring current 
redemptions of the notes fail of their pu 
thereby keeping the volume rigidly inflexible at 
the seasons when it should automatically con- 
tract or expand. 

7. That for these reasons the national bank cir- 
culation has shrunk to one-half its former vol- 
ume, while the public requirements for 
money have n increasing. It will 
be manifestly desirable to adopt a course 
least calculated to disturb existing banking ar- 
rangements that need no change, but the power 
of issuing notes should be conceded to the 
banks operating under State laws, conditioned 
upon the terms they shall conform to the terms 
of issue imposed upon the national banks, there- 
by securing from all banks a uniform circulation. 

Any course short of this would be not only a 
political injustice but an unwarrantable dis- 
crimination against a class of banks in every 
way deserving the privilege, and upon whose op- 
erations the business interests of the country are 
largely dependent.

To determine the maximum of circulation to 
be permitted a uniform ratio should be . estab-

It is no means an 
unmixed blessing to its banks, the retirement 
of the government from the banking business. 
1 am strongly opposed to the proposition 
to do away with the requirements that the banks 
keep reserves, and my understanding of the law 
does not tally with that of the Secretary. This 
law is made not for the nine banks who would 
observe it withoutany legal visions but for the 
tenth one that either thro incompetent, spec- 
ulative, or unsafe management might fail to keep 
a proper reserve and to keep itself in a sufficient- 
ly strong position to meet demands that 
might be made upon it. 

Mr. Hepburn also criticised the repeal of 
the 10 per cent tax on State bank notes, while 
leaving a tax on national bank notes; also the 
forbidding of national banks to issue notes of 
less than $10; the safety fund should also be 
equally compulsory; State banks should be 
required to keep the same reserve. He thinks 
State banks designed to take out circulation 
should become national banks in fact. 

Prof. George Gunton of New York, Presi- 
dent of the School of Economics, addressed 
the committee from the economic rather than 
a bank standpoint. He did not approve of

The dead Premier lay on a small bedstead, 
dressed in white linen night clothes and with 
a crucifix upon the breast. The expression of 
the face was placid, although the features 
were a trifle discolored. Immediately after 
the service the remains were placed in the 
coffin anc removed to the Marbie Hall, where 
they lay until shortly after noon. 

Queen Planes Two Wreaths. 

The arrangements for the funeral were 
completed this morning and at noon a closed 
hearse, drawn by four horses with black 
plumes, ahd a two-horse mourning coach ar- 
rived at the castle. A few minutes after, noon

All the shades of the castle were drawn ex- 
cept at one window, from which the Queen 
witnessed the departure of the body for the 
railroad station. The guard at the gate was 
calied off and presented arms as the coffin 
passed.

The Baltimore plan for “reforming the 
currency would be a very unsatisfactory one 
for the government, It proposes .the repeal 
of the provision of the national banking act 
which requires the deposit of bonds to secure 
circulation, and at the same time throws upon 
the Government of the United States the 
responsibility of redemption. Tha bonds 
would have to be cared for and the currency 
obligations have to be redeemed by the ad- 
ministration, in addition tolooking after the 
issues of the national banks by the aid of a 
“ guarantee fund with the right to collect 
from the assets of a failed bank. An express 
feature-of the plan is that the notes. of all 
banks, solvent or insolvent, are to be re- 
deemed as provided for by the now existing 
law. 

That would be a beautiful arrangement for 
the banks, especially for such of them as 
chose to combine to teat the public after a 
fashion like that contemplated by the railroad 
poolers. At present the government holds 
bonds amoun ting to not less than $100,000 
for every $90,000 of circulation put out by a 
national bank. The bank has $90,000 to 
lend for the $100,000 of bonds deposited, 
but on the Baltimore plan it would have for 
lending purposes the $100,000 of its own 
capital and $50,000 of currency issued by it 
against that capital. It wouid have 67 per 
cent more money to lend, subject only to the 
small guarantee fund, amounting to $1,000 
for the first year and less than that afterwards. 
For the redemption of this circulation it 
might come to have little otheg than $150,- 
000 in bad debts. The redemption fund, 
mostly provided by other banks, then would 
have to be drawn upon, and if that were not 
sufficient any other money in the Treasury 
would have to be taken for the purpose of re- 
demption. The plan provides that this 
shall be reimbursed from the assets of the 
failed bank, including what might be recov- 
ered from already impoverished shareholders, 
but it does not provide against at least a tem-

to redeem directly. 

The pian conveniently omits mention of the 
kind of money in which the bank promises to 
pay are to be redeemed. It is open to pre- 
sumption that it must redeem in gold or sil- 
ver coin, at its own option, if cailed on for 
the coin. Supposinga man wanted $50,000 
in gold to send to Germany, took the notes to 
the bank that had issued them, asked for the 


gold, and ves tendered the amount in silver 


dollars, or was told he could not have either 
gold or silver. How would he get the gold? 


From the government? In the case of failure 


the redemption fund could be fallea back 
upon to the extent that it went, but in case of 
a tender of silver coin what would be the out- 
come? Now, supposing that not simply 650, 
000 was wanted from one bank, but one or 
more millions from several banks each of 
which refused to redeem its notes in gold, 
though professing a willingness to redeem in 
“coin. ’ How long would the gold basis be 
preserved under the panicky conditions. set- 
tung in on the report of the circumstance? 
What power would the government have to 
carry out the declared policy to maintain the 
parity? Hardly more than the. ola lady had 
to keep back the waves of the Atlantic with 
her broom. 

If the infamous State bank feature pro- 
posed by Mr. Carlisle were adopted the col- 
lapse would be ewifter and more sure. It 
hardly could be avoided. The government 
would be on the top of a financial volcano, 
liable at any time to vomit forth flames of 
destrucmon and whelm the whole country in 
comprehensive ruin, The Treasury would be 
ali the time getting rid of gold, and certainly 
at a faster rate than now, for the pressure 
would increase with the growing understand- 
ing ot the perils of the situation. 

The only safe line along which a change 
can be effected in our currency system is to 
provide that each bank shali be responsible 
for the redemption of its circulating notes in 
gold, and be responsible to the government. 
So long as they were allowed to redeem in 
something else there would be no security to 
the note holder, unless.as it were furnished by 
the government, and the United States Gov- 
ernment itself would be powerless to protect 
unless it held in its own grip the means of 
providing the redemption for each and every 
bank that might fail to keep its promises to 
note holders. To follow any other course 
than providing for full gold redemption, and 
putting it in the power of the administration 
to make this redemption in every needed case 
without trenching on its own resources, would 
be to toy with a tire that already had attained 
somuch headway as to threaten a ge neral 


conflagration.

CARL SCHURZ ON CIVIL SERVICE RE- 
FORM. : 

Mr. Carl Schurz has long been known as 
an able, consistent, and persistent advocate 
of the reform of the civil service. He has 
spoken much and written much upon this 
subject, but at no time to better purpose or 
with greater zeal than in his address before 
the first meeting of the National Civil Service 
League at Central Music Hall Wednesday 
evening last. Mr. Schurz devoted his address 
not alone to the necessity of the. reform, but 
to the progress which it has made. His defi- 
nition of the reform—viz.: that the business 
part of the government shall be carried on in 
a sound business-like manner—could not-have 
been expressed more concisely or accurately. 
From the financial point of view the spoils 
system has vitiated our business methods in 
the conduct of the national revenue, the 
Postal, the Indian, and the Public Land De- 
partments of the government, but in Mr. 
Schurz’s opinion it has inflicted far greater 
injuries upon the American people than this, 
since it diverts our political life from its true 
aims, attracts the worst elements toward 
party politics, and creates the boss and the 
machine, Says Mr. Schurz! 


It converts the public officeholder, who should 
be the servant of the people, into the servant of 
a party or of an influential politician. It falsi- 
fies our constitutional system. It subjects those 
who exercise the appointing power, from the 
President of the United States down, to the in- 
trusion of hordes of officehunters and their pa- 
trons, who rob them of the time and strength 


they should devote to the public interest. It nas 


already killed two of our Presidents—one, the 
first Harrison, by worry, and the other, Garfield, 
by murder; and more recently it has killed a 


Mayor in Chicago and a Judge in Tennessee. It 


degrades our Senators and Representatives in 
Congress to the contemptible position of office- 
brokers, and even of mere agents of office-brok- 
ers, making the business of dickering about 
spoils as weighty to them as their duties as leg- 
islators. 

It does more than anything else to turn our 
large municipalities into sinks of corruption, to 
render Tammany Halls possible, and to mak of 
the police force here and there a protector of 
crime and a terror to thoso whosé safety it is to 
guard. Itexposes us. by the scandalous spec- 
tacle of its periodical spoils carnivals, to the 
ridicule and contempt of civilized mankind, pro- 
moting among our own people the growth ot se- 
rious doubts as to the practicability of demo- 
cratic institutions on a great scale, and in an 
endless variety of ways it introduces into our po- 


litical life more elements of demoralization, de- 


basement, and decadence than any other agency 
of evil I know of, aye, perhaps more than ail 
other agencies of evil combined. 


After this strong declaration of the evils of 
the spoils system, which no one acauainted in 
the slightest degree with the politics of these 
times can question, an equally strong denial 


of any compensations arising from that sys- 


tem, a denial that the system is American in 
its origin or that parties can be held together 
by the cohesive force of plunder, and a state- 
ment that it always gives an administration 
far more trouble than influence, and makes 
it more enemies than friends, Mr. Schurz 
passed to a consideration of the remedy, 
That remedy he summed up tersely in his 
suggestion that every branch of the public 
service—national, State, or municipal—should 
be taken out of politics, In this connection 

r. again defined pointedly and elo- 
quently What it means to take public func. 
tioss out of politics, what is, the merit system, 


in a word, what 4s civil service reform. He 


said: 


For a place in the administrative part of the 
government, not the mere henchman of some 


party leader or committee, but he who proves 


himsélf better qualified for the duties of the 
office than his competitors; for the Consular 
service, not a mere political drummer or a man 


Who has put some member of Congress under 


political obligations, but he who proves himself 
especially well versed in commercial affairs and 
law, and in command of the other necessary 
equipments for the performance of Consular 
duty; for the police force, not a mere graduate 
of a whisky shop whom some party boss or ward 
heeler wishes to wield the police club, but he 
who is found in point of foral character, as well 
as mental and physical qualifications, to be a 
person of superior fitness for the duties of a police- 
mah; and for promotion in the servict not the 
mere favorite of some political magnate or of his 
wife or daughter, but he who has shown that he 
deserves such promotion by superior capacity, 
efficiency, and fidelity to duty! 


The efficacy of the civil service rules has 
been. proven in every instance where they 
have been enforced. Since 1883, when the 


law was passed, 60,000 plates in the National 
Government have been brought under ‘its 


operation, and every head of a department 
has testified to its practical excellence. Of 
the thousands of men appointed upon com- 
petitive examination ohly 2 per cent have 
failed to maintain the expected degree of 
excellence and the number proven to be dis- 
honest has been so small that it is not worth 
mention. 

Mr. Schurz closed his remarkable address 
with a brief review of progress. He con- 
demned the admunistration of the Treasury 
Department under Secretary Carlisle without 
stint: 

Beginning with an act of gross Wellen his 
management has not only furnished the strongest 
proof of the necessity of putting the.chiefs of 
division under the civil service rules, so as to 
protect those places in the manifest interest of 
the service against the encroachments of spoils 
politics, but in the matter of removals, reduc: - 
tions, and promotions shifts have been resorted to 
which, without perhaps violating the letter of 
the law, have run counter to its spirit ia a man- 
ner but too well calculated to impair among the 
subordinates that reliance upon fidelity and effi- 
ciency for continuance in office and for promo- 
tion which is indispensable to uphold the morale 
of the force, and which prevails every where else 
in the classified service. in this respect the 
Tréasury Department under Mr. Carlisle has con- 
spscuously fallen below. the standard maintained | 
by his predecessors since the enactmeat of the 
civil service law.

Why do 105 fellows want to have only 
half as much real value put into the silver 
dollar as is put into thé gold dollar? They 
and the other fellows who are equally com- 
mitted to silver monometallism under the 
faise ctaim that it would be bimetallism, 
always Mart off with the idea that 50 cents’ 
worth of silver in one kind of a dollar shall 
be declared by law equal to 100 cents’ worth 
of gold in another kind of a dollar. Why do 
they thus seek to have gold discriminated 
against? Why do they not explain their 
animus (they have no real reason) for in- 
sisting that 50 eents worth of the white metal 
shall be declared by law equal in value to 100 
cents’ worth of the yellow metal? Why do 
they not tell any grounds they think they 
may have for supposing that the whole com- 
mercial world in this and other countries will 
revise its estimate of the relative velues of 
the two metals because of the passage of a 
law in the United States dictated by the 
Populists and other cheap money men? 

It may be said that the men who met at 
Lansing recognize the fact of a wide differ- 
ence between the bullion value of silver and 
its face value in the American dollar, as 
they propose that an import duty shall be 
imposed on foreign silver coin and bullion 
equal to the difference between the gold value 
of silver bullion in Europe and its coin value 
here. Tus Trisuns has showa that to be 
impracticable, because of the impossibility 
of distinguishing between the silver produced 
in different countries if the respective biocks 


supposing it were practicable. Would n 
be fair? Why should gald be. discriminated 
against to the extent of requiring that the in- 
trinsic value of the silver dollar shall be only 
half the intrinsic value of the gold dollar? 
What is there in the situation that warrants 
such an odious discrimination? In 1892, 
when silver production was at its highest 
under the artificial stimulus afforded by the 
silver purchases under the Sherman 
law, the total production of silver 
in the United States was worth at 
present prices about 87 million dol- 
lars, while that of gold was worth 33 millions. 
Since then the production of gold has greatly 
increased. It was 36 millions for last year, 
and will be near to 40 millions for the pres- 
ent year, probably exceeding by some mill. 
ions the bullion value of the current silver 
production. To'rate the latter at twice what 
the people who own it are. Willing to sell it 


+ for while gold is quoted and rated at its act- 


ual value would be just as absurd as to re- 
quire that buyers of live hogs shall pay twice 
as much as the snimals are worth while cat- 
tle shall continue to be sold at actual value.

It has 
been stated in Tun Tarsunsz that the railroad 
influence was very strong in the Senate, but 
it was not thought that it was as strong as 
this, or that railroad stocks which are not 
paying dividends now, but Which will pay 
them after the roads pool and raise their 
rates, were owned so extensively in the Sen- 
ate.

Tus timely address of Mr. Carl Schurz in

DESTRUCTIVE RANOH FIRS IN TEXAS, 


Many Miles of Land Burned Over by Sav- 
age Flames. 

Saw Aytromto, Tex., Dec. 13.—A letter from 
L. H. Hollman, a promineut ranchman of 
Deane, Tex., says the largest and most de- 
structive fire known in years has swept over 
a large portion of the plains and is still burn- 
ing to the south.

Insane John Fuller’s Shot Was Deadly 
and There Is Talk of Lynching. 

Havana, III., Dec. 13.—[Special. }— Sheriff 
George Brooker of Mason County died at 10 
a. m. today from the effects of a gunshot 
wound received last Monday while attempting 
the arrest of the insane man, John Fuller, 
The latter has served time in the asylum at 
Jacksonville, but was pronounced incurable 
and released some years ago. He has been 
living by himself a few es from Havana 
and at times has en dangerously 
insane, while at other times he was as 
rational as anybody.

ARGUING THE NORTH SHORE CASE, 


Lawyers Still Talking to the Court About 
Riparian Matters. 


Attorney Greeley, assistant of the Attorney- 
General in the latter's suit against the north 
shore property-owners, had the floor yester- 
day in Judge Windes’ court. Mr. Greeley’s 
argument was confined entirely to the law in 
the case, and he cited dozens of decisions on 
the question of law raised by the defendants. 
He argued that the State was ‘not estopped 
from prosecuting the property-owners and 
opposing the filling in of the lake because of 
the two suits begun and subsequently dis- 
missed by a former Attorney-General. 
fact that the work being done on the lake 
shore was open and notorious does not prove 
acquiescence on the part of the State. Mr. 
Greeley insisted that the Park Commission- 
ers were not authorized by the 3 
1889 to make contracts with 
shore-owners to give them the ee AE 
lands in return for their renunciation of 
riparian rights their agreement to 
construct a portion of the purposed extension. 
John P. Wilson, one of the attorneys for the 
hore owners, occupied the attention of the 


court during the afternoon session. Mr, Wil- 


son discussed the constitutional queations in- 
volved in the case. He argued that the Park 
Commissioners are a body entrusted with 
certain powers, which they exercise on behalf 
[ the State, and their acts cannot be ques- 
tioned by the court except upon the ground 
of fraud. When the lature passed the 
act authorizing the extension of the Lake 
Shore drive and the reclaiming of lands from 
the lake it was left to the discretion of the 
Commissioners to make the necessary con- 
tracts with the property-owners. Mr. Wilson 
submitted a large number of decisions in 
which courts hAve refused to interfere with 
the action of municipal and other bodies on 
4 — that the acts done had involved 
the discretion of public officers, who were pre- 
sumed to have acted honestly in the absence 
of charges of frand. Mr. ilson will close 
this morning and Attorney-General Moloney 
will make the closing argument in the case.

Graeme Stewart, George J. Reid of 28 
firm of Reid, Murdoch & Co., Rollin A. 
Keyes, Frank H. Madden, G. W. Dester, 
Henry B. Steele, A. P. Upham, N. G. Igle- 
hart, manager of the Chicago Freight Bureau,
